The Elba City Council

If a. person with

TWO-VEHICLE WRECK CLAIMS ONE LIFE...Emergency responders were dis- 
patched Tuesday, Feb. 14, to the scene of this two-vehicle wreck on Alabama Highway 
87, near the 49-mile marker [approximately 16 miles north of Elba in Coffee County]. 
The head-on collision occurred at approximately 4:25 p.m., according to authorities. As 
emergency responders arrived on scene they determined both drivers of the vehicles had 
sustained critical injuries, and two air ambulances were requested for patient transport. 

Two days after the wreck, Dennis Edward Murphy, age 70, of Opp, died from injuries 
sustained in the accident. He was driving the 2021 Volkswagen Atlas that collided head- 

on with a 2020 Ford F-150, driven by Jeremy’ Clayton Powell, age 44, of Brundidge, 
Ala. According to Alabama State Troopers, neither Murphy nor Powell were wearing 
seat belts at the time of the accident. Powell remains hospitalized receiving treatment for 
his injuries. The accident was investigated by the Alabama Law Enforcement Agency’s
